police officer*" may have had 
some bearing on the suspensions. 
Flanagan is charged with insu-

Engstrom, his superior 
officer. 


Engstrom said Flanagan was as- 
signed patrol duty on New Year's 
eve day and that he, Flanagan, 
was out of touch with headquarters 
for 
four to four and one-half 


hours. 


Flanagan has refused to com- 


ment now on his activities during 
that period.

Racketeers Miss by

DETROIT 
UP)— Wayne 


County Prosecutor Gerald K. 
O'Brien- said today that gang- 
sters, who sought to seize 
control of the CIO United 
Auto Workers, were respon- 
sible for the 1948 attempt on 
the life of CIO President 
Walter Reuther. 


O'Brien discounted previous re- 


ports that gamblers had made 
Reuther_a shotgun target because 
of his successful campaign to cut 
down gambling by workers in auto 
plants. 


Lose By Eyelash 


The prosecutor, top maft in po- 


lice investigation of the attempted 
assassination,, 
said 
racketeers 


came within an eyelash of gaining 
control of the 
UAW prior 
to 


Reuther's election as president of 
the auto union in 1947. 


O'Brien said Reulher's election 


eliminated a lot of the racketeer 
operations within the union. 


The prosecutor aired his views 


at a press conference. It was the 
first official revelation of the line 
the prosecution will take in its ef- 
forts to convict the accused would- 
be assassins. 


O'Brien reported the mass of 


evidence gathered painstakingly 
since the shooting, April 20, 1948, 
indicated that the gambling issue 
merely served to bring together 
labor leaders and racketeers and 
set une stage for ensuing events. 


Real Objective 


The real objective, O'Brien said, 


was to get the power to force ma- 
nagement to agree to deals that 
would be far more profitable and 
respectable than gambling opera- 
tions. 


New disclosures, including re- 


ported wary tipster contacts with 
police, shed fresh light today on 
the method of operation in the 
drive to crack the shooting mys- 
tery. -

certain terms of the proposed set- 
tlement. 


In her letter to Fennelly, she 


stipulated aha wu accepting the 
offer provided the** objections 
were compiled with. 


This was not expected to stand 


in the way of a settlement, how- 
ever, M It U understood Rockefel- 


ler's lawyers are agreeable to 
changes she has suggested. 


Bobo denied through London that 


she ever had demanded 10 million 
dollars from Rockefeller. 


His lawyers have insisted that 


she did. They have said that last 
fall she first accepted the 9V4 mil- 
lion offer, repudiated it, and then 
asked for 10 million. 


London said the offer accepted 


again today was "not precisely" 
5Vi million. He said it consisted of 
two million dollars in cash "and 
the income of certain funds." 


Rockefeller's attorneys have de- 


scribed the offer as of 
million 


dollars, plus her choice of a $500,- 
000 trust fund or 170,000 a year in- 
come, plus "fringe benefits" of 
1100,000 for debts and furnishings, 
and ownership of the Park avenue 
cooperative apartment she occu- 
pies. 


The Rockefeller lawyer declined 


comment today until they received 
the copy of her letter from Fennel-

On Ike's Outline 
Attract Criticism 


WASHINGTON UP)—Dem- 


ocratic 
leader 
Lyndon B. 


Johnson of Texas said today 
senate Democrats—who out- 
number Republicans by one 
—will exercise a "veto" pow- 
er on individual items of 
President Eisenhower's over- 
all legislative program. 


And Sen. Byrd (D-Va), who gave 


indirect support to the President 
in the 1952 political campaign, 
said he will try to stamp the first 
Congressional veto on Eisenhow- 
er's request for an increase in the 
275 billion dollar debt limit. The 
Piesident renewed it when he out- 
lined his program Thursday to 
Congress. 


While Republican leader Know- 


land of California was urging bi- 
partisan support for what he call- 
ed the President's "sound and for- 
ward - looking program," Demo- 
crats were gathering their ammu- 
nition for a blast at the adminis- 
tration's new farm proposals—due 
Monday. 


Lawmakers voiced sharp differ- 


ences of opinion over tax revisions, 
heavier Veliance on atomic wea- 
pons, a plan to take citizenship 
away from those convicted of con- 
spiring to overthrow the govern- 
ment by force, and a proposed 
Constitutional amendment to per- 
mit 18-year-olds to vote. 


Sen. Lehman (D-Lib-NY) mid in 


a statement he was "gratified to 
note that the President has ac- 
cepted and endorsed the basic ob- 
jectives of both the New Deal and 
the Fair Deal, namely, the re- 
sponsibilities of government for 
the prosperity and welfare of the 
individual citisen." 


Sen. 
John Sherman Cooper (R- 


Ky) said the President "is assum- 
ing the leadership that the people 
want." He predicted enactment of 
moat of the program. 


But Sen. Morse (tnd.-Ore) found 


the message only "a masterpiece 
of platitude*, thereby raising false

WASHINGTON UP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower's tax pro- 
gram fell far short today of 
satisfying strong appetites 
on Capitol Hill for tax cuts in 
this 
congressional 
election 


year. 


Almost to a man, both Republi- 


cans and Democrats on the house 
ways and means committee, where 
all tax bills must start, called for 
more or bigger reductions than the 
President proposed. 


One influential Republican. Rep. 


Richard M. Simpson (P), said to- 
day he would favor a sweeping 
slash of all excise taxes—except on 
liquor and tobacco—down to 10 per 
cent. Rates on many items now run 
from 15 to 25 per cent. 


Eisenhower, in his State of the 


Union address Thursday, declared 
"further reductions in taxes can 
and will be made . . . as additional 
reductions in expenditures 
are 


brought gradually but surely into 
sight." 


Renewed Plea 


He renewed a p 1 e a for congress 


to cancel three billion dollars in 
annual tax reductions now set auto- 
matically for April 1. These cuts 
would apply to corporation incomes 
and excises on liquor, automobiles, 
gasoline, cigarettes, beer, wine and 
sporting goods. 


Out of 13 of the 25 ways and 


means members reached for com- 
ment, 
only one—Rep. 
Goodwin 


(R-Mass)—did not call for some 
tax cuts now. The emphasis was 
heavy on cuts in excise or' sales 
taxes. 


The President did not renew his 


1953 request for congress to cancel 
the jump from l\t to 2 per cent in 
the social security tax which took 
e f f e c t 
Jan. l. Administration 


sources said it was dropped be- 
cause of a forthcoming program of 
higher benefits. 


Reed Served Notice 


Ways and Means Chairman Dan- 


iel A. Reed (R-NYt, has served no- 
tice he favors excise tax cuts and 
will strongly oppose extending the 
present top corporation income tax 
rate of 52 per cent. It is scheduled 
to drop to 47 per cent on April 1. 


There were indications 
Reed 


would support the e x c i s e tax 
slashes to 10 per cent mentioned 
by Simpson, who played a bit part 
in pushing through the administra- 
tion's tax program last year. 


Bringing all excises except liquor 


and tobacco down to 10 per cent re- 
portedly would cost 940 million dol- 
lars in revenue. The scheduled au- 
tomatic excise cuts would cost only 
160 million more. 


Under the proposal S i m p s o n 


mentioned, the new 10 per cent 
rate would apply to furs, jewelry, 
cosmetics, luggage, women's hand- 
bags, all admissions, photographic 
equipment, light bulbs and safe de- 
x>sit boxes (all now taxed at 20 
per cent): to lighters, pens, me- 
chanical pencils, local telephone 
calls and personal transportation 
all now 15 per cent); and to long- 
distance telephone calls (now 25 
per cent).

Critics May Move Congress to 


Probe Its Inefficiency 


A freshman Republican from New Jersey, Rep. Peter 


Frelinghuysen, wants to create a joint committee to study 
congress. 


No doubt this proposal will be regarded as a bold piece 


of effrontery by his veteran colleagues on the Hill, and the 
chances of it getting anywhere are probably slim. Never- 
theless, Frelinghuysen is on the right track. 


Congress did approve a major reorganization for itself 


in 1946, eliminating many outmoded committee arrangements 
and otherwise introducing a streamlined facade. But there 
is still vast room for improvement. 


It is not too harsh to say that congress is one of the 


most inefficient organizations in the United States. 


The lawmakers are always very eager to investigate 


things. They search out subversion, corruption—and inef- 
ficiency—in many segments of American life. And they 
would surely be appalled if they found in some other organ- 
ization the inefficiency that marks their own operations. 
* 
* 
* 


Frelinghuysen pin-points some of these weak spots. Con- 


gress wastes countless hours on minor matters while impor- 
tant bills are delayed or shelved. A more expeditious way of 
handling secondary legislation is needed. 


Congress fritters away the time of top administration 


executives by requiring them to repeat testimony again and 
again before duplicating and overlapping committees. A case 
once presented should not have to be argued afresh the fol- 
lowing week or month. 


The present system of roll calls, quorum calls, etc., 


creaks with age. There is perhaps no greater thief of con- 
gressional time. All over the country, state legislatures use 
more modern methods of voting than does congress. 
»

Despite some improvements, congress still is poorly 


equipped to deal with the nation's budget. Seldom can it 
vote intelligently on appropriations. It needs a bigger staff 
to study budget affairs. 


The house keeps a pretty good rein on debate, but in 


the senate virtually anything goes. There ought to be some 
means of curbing senators who insist that the world is pant- 
ing to hear their eight and twelve-hour dissertations on 
everything from Communism on girls' hockey teams to the 
raising of tropical fish in Russia. 


Senators seem to feel they must talk endlessly and point- 


lessly to earn each year the senate's right to the title, "great- 
est deliberative body in the world." If any other outfit talked 
that much, they'd call it a debating society. 
' 


If enough Frelinghuysens will only speak up, then the 


lawmakers may be moved to look at themselves as critically 
as they now look at everybody else.

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Some new prize examples

It all started over speculation about business 


Still remembering how wrong their 
tribe was in 1929- the economists played it safe this time, 
and made no flat predictions. 


Instead of saying there would be a depression, they 


talked about an "orthodox recession." Instead of saying 
that a lot of people might lose their jobs and become un- 
employed, the economists talked about increasing "disem- 
ployment." 


When a business slump is orthodox and when it's 


unorthodox wasn't explained. The inference seems to be 
that it's orthodox only when the economists say it's here 
or predict it's coming. If the experts don't expect a 
depression—as they didn't in 1929—it's of course unortho- 
dox. But either kind hurts just as bad.

That Feeling "of 
Accomplishment 


"Letting a child feel a sense of 


I accomplishment in everything he 
does that is an accomplishment 
makes him eager to learn and do 
more new things," says Dr. J. 
| Richard Suchman, child develop- 


I ment specialist, University of Illi- 
nois college of Agriculture. 


Mealtime is a good time to give 


your child this sense of accom- 
plishment. Let him help himself 
as much as he is able. Even when 
the child is very young and you 
are still feeding him in a high 
chair—if he reaches tor the spoon, 
let him take it. It may take a 
while for him to learn how to get 
the spoon from the food to his 
mouth and still have anything left 
in it, but all learning has to begin 
somewhere. It will probably be a 
very messy process at first—but as 
time goes on he'll improve, and 
he'll be getting that sense of ac- 
complishment and independence. 


Another way to help him get this 


feeling is by giving him only small 
portions of food. What looks to an 
adult like a rather meager spoon- 
ful appears huge to a child and 
may discourage him from the be- 
ginning. By giving him a smaller 
portion and letting him ask for 
more if he wants it *you can give 
him the satisfaction of "cleaning 
his plate." You should, of course, 
always praise him for this. 


You can also give a pre-school 


child a sense of responsibility and 
accomplishment in eating by let- 
ting him serve himself and clear 
his own dishes from the table. It 
will be easier for him if you place 
his food on the table in larger 
serving dishes and guide him at 
first. If you use inexpensive plas- 
tic dishes, you can let him scrape 
his own dishes and carry them 
to the sink for you. You of course 
hope there won't be. anything left 
on the plate to scrape, but some- 
times there may be. If you show 
him that you feel he is grown up 
enough to serve himself and clear 
his own dishes, he will live up to 
your expectations by wanting to 
prove to you in other ways, too, 
that he is grown up.

We may be always too late for new ones out of resentment at a 


spinster sister's larger share in the sale of the family farm. 


.We may resist any emergency job because our father provided more 


generously for our stepmother's children than he did for us. 


But because we are unaware of our anger, we never tie it up to 


our odd resistance to work. Believing that the resistance is just "hard 
luck" or meanness Jn others, we feel, "Why should I exert myself when 
my brother's got it so easy?" 


And so we go on blindly destroying ourselves with worry and idle- 


ness to avoid realizing how we want to destroy those who've hurt us. 


So "taking up" the bed is refusing to be controlled by such anger. 


It's being through with hope for support by any energy but our own. 
It's an end to delusions of magical help. 


The bed gone, we're ready for the next step. Like the crippled man 


at the pool of Bethesda, we're ready to begin walking toward life firmly, 
like the free man we've made of ourselves.

a "gag" postcard deriding Eisen- 
hower supporters in the Oklahoma 
cattle country is "filthy and inde- 
cent" and so ineligible for mail- 
ing. 


Examiner James C. Haynes rec- 


ommended that the Post Office De- 
partment prevent "Cowboy" Pink 
W:lliarns, 62. of Padr) \ okla , or;';- 
inator of the cards, from receiving 
any mail or money; orders relat- 
ing to them. 


Williams has until Jan. 14 to 


appeal the examiner's findings to 
Postmaster General Summerfield 
if he so desires. 


The Post Office Department said 


Williams mailed about 300.000 of 
the postcards in sealed envelopes 
last fall and solicited orders for 
the cards. At that time, there was 
considerable unrest among cattle- 
men over falling prices for cattle." 


The cards extended a gag invl- 


! tation to those cattlemen "who 
voted for Ike" to attend a picnic 
and promised 'all the crow they 
can eat." 


There was a drawing of a jack- 


ass and the statement that there 
would be a kicking.

Businessmen generally applaud 


many of the administration's long- 
range aims and early accomplish- 
ments—killing price and wage con- 
trols, promises of tax reforms, cuts 
in government spending and the 
"sympathetic ear" 
for business 


problems. 


Some Expected More 


Some of them express disap- 


pointment that s p e n d i n g cuts 
weren't deeper, that the budget is 
as far out of balance today as it 
was a year ago (a budget deficit 
of nine billion dollars at the start 
of 1954, just as there was at the 
start of 1953). 


And some businessmen, who at 


first had hoped for a reduction in 
the federal debt, are worried be- 
cause its ceiling may have to be 


raised instead. 


Some businessmen with strong 


conservative leanings may splutter 
a little at th« continuation of pub- 
lic housing programs. 


Many business firms will oppose 


the President's plea that scheduled 
tax reductions for corporations be 
held up. 


Fight Excises 


Manufacturers who think high 


excise taxes on their products are 
depressing sales will fight the pro- 
posed retention of these taxes on 
such'things as gasoline, autos, li- 
quor and tobacco. 


Some business quarters 
have 


criticized foreign aid expenditures 
as "a give-away program." 


The Eisenhower State of the 


Union message, however, contains 
many things that will hearten most 
businessmen.

was put to Truman in 1948 by Har- 
old Stacy, a reporter for the Co- 
lumbus (Ohio) Dispatch. They said 
they could not recall that Stacy 
ever asked any other questions at 
a news conference. 


Questioned by Pearson about the 


loyalty program under his admin- 
istration, Truman said 490 persons 
were dismissed on loyalty grounds 
and some 6,400 were separated or 
resigned or were denied employ- 
ment "because they were security 
risks."

don't see that this adds anything to 
the present law." A similar reac- 
tion was expressed by Sen. Jenner 
(R-Ind), chairman of th« judiciary 
committee's Red-hunting internal 
security unit.

"How can you take citizenship 


from a man born here?" Inquired 
Chairman Chauncey W. Reed (R- 
111) of the house judiciary commit- 
tee. "You can't." 


Rep. Walter (D-Pa>, esteemed 


by his colleagues as a Constitution- 
al lawyer, told newsmen an Amer- 
ican can be deprived of citizenship 
"only by changing the Constitu- 
tion " 


The supieme court in 1915 up- 


held congress' right to strip citi- i 


zenship from an American woman 
who marries an alien—a positive 
step involving a measure of alle- 
giance to another country. 


In 1952. congress passed a law to 


take citizenship from persons who 
do such things as vote in foreign 
elections or who are convicted of 
treason or an attempt at forcible 
overthrow of the United States. 


Cite Law 


Penalties for conviction of some 


felonies—but not in all cases—strip 
the convicted citizen of "rights" of 
citizenship—holding office, voting 
and the like. But not his citizenship 
itself.
